MR. WHISTON ON THE 

HOSPITAL question; 

Mr. K. Whiston from the Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Health, 
spoke in the I.O.O.F. Hall on 
Tuesday evening on the subject 
of Municipal hospitals. He was 
accompanied by Messrs Bower- 
man and MacLeod of AVainwri'gfht 
After Mr. Bowerman had spoken 
oriefly in favour of the proposed 
Municipal district as mapped out 
in the territory lying east of Vik¬ 
ing to the boundary line,— Mr. 
Whiston took tihe floor. 

By reason of his knowledge of 
the benefits to b e derived and thg 
oftimies dreadful consequence,-i of 
lacking such surgical and 1 medical 
aid Air. Whiston treated his sub¬ 
ject with almost evangelical fer¬ 
vour. At the same time he em¬ 
phasised tlie fact that neither he 
nor the government were urging 
any district to have a Municipal 
bn-ipital. It was entirely up to our- 
selvies. 

But he also em-ptoiasised the fact 
that even if we had the best poss¬ 
ible agricultural district in other 
respects, still lacking this heaPli 
centre we were but a one armed 
I district. The presence of i.-iuch an 
institution not only cured disease 
hint prevented tilt in a way that 
the city hospitals, by reason of 
distance and excessive costs 
could! not do.

Kinds and Costs

Load of Deer at Toronto Dominion Express Offices 


A record hunting season for the 
Province of Ontario is indicated 
in the shipments of deer and moose 
during the month of November. Do¬ 
minion Express officials reported 
that they had been receiving from 
forty to fifty deer a day, the majority 
having fallen to hunters in Pickerel, 
Metagama, Parry Sound and Algoma 
districts and along the Sault line. 

Large quantities of moose meat 
have been shipped down from Meta¬ 
gama and the Algoma district, but 
most of these have fallen to hunters 


| from the United States. Seven or 
eight antlers. a day have been sent 
for some time past, more than half 
of these being addressed to points in 
the State of New York. This is ac¬ 
countable by the fact that a num¬ 
ber of New Yorkers went into the 
bush early and before the season 
started so that what moose is coming 
out now fell to guns that were on 
the ground Kvhen the season opened. 

One large party came out of Pick¬ 
erel one morning with seventeen 
deer and one bear, the only bear re¬ 
ported in this dis+ilet this season.

CONQUERING HOT TEMPER 

By Dr. C. M. Hinks 
Medical Director, Canadian 
Comlmitttee for Mental Hygiene. 

Children ought to have tike op¬ 
portunity of learning to control 
an outbreak of temper. Doi not 
shield and protect them from 
friction. They will .meet it in lat¬ 
er life and opposition is a sort of 
“tonic” to teach tmen to master 
themselves. 

They should learn before they 
are a year old that crying and 
fits of temper will not get them 
what they want. Teach them that 
control and' not temper will not 
win their d'esires. 

Whenever possible, an attack 
of temper should be cut short at 
the beginning. Petting or indul¬ 
gence rarely pays. Extreme coi- 
poral punishment on the other 
hand is often a mistake. To ic- 


nore the attack or to put the 
| child to bed is sometimes tlhe best 
, remedy. 

In older children the had habit 
! may be broken 'by pointing out 
that anyone who loses his temper 
makes a fool of (himself; loses his 
dignity and is ridiculous and 
sometimes a contemptible object 
to his fellowK Nobody likes to 
make a donkey of himself. “He 
who conquers himself is greater 
than lie that conquers a city” can 
b e used to encourage a child to 
acquire selfmastery. 

As proof of the fact that dhort 
courses are a beneficial part of 
rural activities Mr. Cl. M. Connie,

A ddressing the Associated 
Boards of Trade banquet 
at Winnipeg recently, E. W. 
beatty, chairman and president 
of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, said that one of the most 
significant facts of the confer¬ 
ence was the desire of men from 
all parts of Canada to discuss 
the country’s problems from an 
economic and national point of 
view, free from the bewildering 
influence of political partisan¬ 
ship. “This,” Mr. Beatty said, 

“leads me to the inevitable con¬ 
clusion that the question of Con¬ 
federation on the principles of 
national unity which guided the 
fathers in establishing it can¬ 
not be solved by political mani¬ 
pulation, but only by that men¬ 
tal attitude which comes from understanding and is the result of honest 
education. 

In order to achieve national prosperity, Mr. Beatty advocated an 
extensive immigration policy to supply the man power necessary for 
the “largest undeveloped country in the world.” “If I had any sugges¬ 
tion to make in respect to this question,” continued the president, “I 
■would suggest that we take it out of the field of statistics and place it 
in the field of human relations. We are apt to forget that the people 
who come to our shores are not so many hundreds or thousands of 
British or Continentals with or without settlers’ effects. They are human 
beings, members of families who hav* torn themselves up from old homes, 
homes in some cases centuries old, to come and live in Canada, to be 
neighbours, if we are willing to be neighbourly, and to become good 
citizens if we only hold out a welcoming hand. 

“We realize how great the wrench must be when we learn that 
some bring with them a handful of earth so that when the time comes 
for them to die in Canada it may be scattered over their coffins. I won¬ 
der how many Canadians, who have made the trek to the United States, 
have ever thought to carry with them a handful of Canadian soil. No 
immigration scheme for Canada can ever achieve success unless due 
allowance is made for such human factors.” 

On the same occasion Sir Thomas White, former Federal Minister 
of Finance, paid a high tribute to Mr. Beatty. Sir Thomas said that he 
had always looked upon Mr. Beatty as a representative Canadian who 
typified the qualities which are to be found in true Canadians. Mr. 
Beatty had carved his own niche in Canadian affairs and had made 
his own way in the world as in the manner of Canadians. As president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, Mr. Beatty occupied one of the highest 
positions in the Dominion and was absolutely unspoiled by his enormous 
success, and Sir Thomas liked to think that in this the former was also
